I.  Entries  must  U*  luiide  on  or  before  Februnry  IMtli,  by  Application  to  the 
Secretiiry,  who  will  furnish  hUnk  a]iplicationHon  which  to 8|)ecify  exhibitor's  name 
and  iidtJres. ,  with  age  and  description  of  aniuiaU  offer«Hl.  No  entries  will  \>e  ac- 
cepteil  wl'.ich  have  U-en  recei>ed  at  the  Toronto  Post  OtKce  after  ?'ebruary  l><th. 

N.U — The  Secretary  was  given  Special  Instructions  that  the  above 
ciauAe  must  be  strictly  com;>lied  with. 

'2.     A  curd  will  l)t'  fur'  i  the  exhibitor  at  the  time  of  making  the  entry, 

siwcifying  the  class,  the  numlx'r  of  the  section,  and  the  nunilier  ot  the  entry,  which 
card  must  remain  attadu-d  to  the  animal  during  the  exhibition  :  but  in  the  cast  of 
sheep  and  pigs  the  card  must  be  attached  to  the  pen.

!>.  The  legistratioii  certificates  of  pure-bred  cows  and  heifers,  ewes  and  sows, 
must  1k'  priKluced  in  the  show  ring  when  demanded.  A  statement  of  breedin;' 
signed  by  the  breeder  must  lie  produced  in  case  of  jiure  bred  steers,  wethers  and 
Imrrows  when  deMiandeil.  The  statement  must  give  the  name  and  numljer  of  sire 
and  dam 

10.  An  .^ements  will  be  made  to  have  ,a  stated  interval  elapse  between  the 
feeding  and  killing  of  animal'   shown  in  the  block  test. 

II.  Animals  must  be  shown  alive  before  being  eligible  to  compete  in  the 
block  test. 

I'-'.  All  carcassi'S  will  be  put  uji  at  auction  the  last  day  of  the  fair,  and  after 
selling,  the  proceeds  will  be  ])aid  the  exhibitors. 

13.  Exhibitors  must  give  the  number  of  each  breed  to  be  exhibited  by  them; 
space  will  only  be  provided  for  this  numlier. 

14.  No  person  will  be  allowed  in  the  building  for  the  jmrpose  of  purchasing 
tnilk. 

15.  No  dog  shall  be  allowed  in  the  building  during  the  time  of  holding  the 
show.

RULES  GOVERNING  SWINE  DEPARTHENT. 

All  hogs  must  be  ringed. 

29.  All  sows  shown  in  the  pure-bred  classes  must  be  registered  in  tht. 
Canadian  Records. 

30.  The  following  entrance  fees  will  be  charged  and  must  accompany  each 
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application  for  entry :  For  each  entry,  with  the  exception  of  those  designated 
"  Special,"  75  cents. 

In  tne  case  of  pure  bre<l  animals,  the  name  of  the  breeder  and  the  age  and 
record  number  of  t^e  animal  must  be  given  at  the  time  of  making  the  entry  if  the 
animal  is  recorded.  In  the  case  of  barrows,  if  not  recorded,  the  name  must  be 
given  at  the  time  of  making  the  entry,  also  the  name  and  record  number  of  the 
sire  and  dam. 

In  the  case  of  grade:),  the  number  and  kind  of  crosses  must  be  given  at  the 
time  of  making  the  entry. 

No  entry  will  be  accepted  unless  these  conditions  are  complied  with. 

31.  8wine  entered  in  the  oacon  classes,  and  those  entered  in  all  other  claases 
under  nine  months  old  must  be  owned  and  fed  by  e.xhibitor. 

32.  Animals  brought  to  the  show  but  not  entered  will  not  be  allowed  to 
compete,  but  will  be  charged  for  space,  Ifl  per  head.  Boars  will  not  be  allowed  in 
the  building. 

33.  The  age  of  swine  will  be  computed  to  the  1st  of  March,  1905. 

34.  Each  exhibitor  of  swine  must  be  a  member  of  the  Dominion  Swine 
Breeders'  Association. 


RULES  QOVERNINO  THE    DAIRY  DEPARTMENT. 

35.  All  cows  shown  in  the  pure-bred  claxses  must  be  recorded  in  Canadian 
Records,  or  in  reputable  English  or  American  Records. 

36.  The  following  entrance  fees  will  be  charged  and  must  accompany  each 
application  for  entry :  For  each  entry,  with  the  exception  of  those  designated 
"  Special, '  82. 

In  the  case  of  pure-bred  animals,  the  name  of  the  breeder  and  the  age  and 
record  number  of  the  animal  must  l)e  given  at  the  time  of  making  the  entry. 

In  the  case  of  grades,  a  statement  giving  the  number  and  kind  of  crosses,  and 
if  from  a  purebred  sire,  the  name  and  number  of  the  sire  muht  be  given  at  the 
time  of  making  the  entry. 

No  entry  will  be  accepted  unless  these  conditions  are  complied  with. 

37.  Each  exhibitor  of  cattle  must  be  a  member  of  the  Dominion  Cattle 
Breeders'  Association. 

38.  The  age  of  dairy  cattle  will  be  computed  to  the  1st  of  February,  1905. 

39.  Cows  must  all  be  giving  milk,  and  all  the  awards  in  the  Dairy  Depart- 
ment shall  be  made  by  the  following  scale  : 

20  points  for  each  pound  ot  fat. 
4  points  for  each  pound  of  solids  (not  fat). 

1  point  for  each  ten  days  in  milk  after  the  tirst  thirty  days  ;  limit, 
10  points. 

40.  The  milking  competition  shall  extend  over  forty-eight  hours,  and  will  take 
place  on  Saturday,  Sunday  and  Monday,  March  4tb,  oih  and  6th.  Rations  feed 
competing  cows  will  not  be  considered.  Cows  entered  in  the  competition  must  be 
milked  three  times  each  day.  They  sliall  be  milked  dry  in  the  presence  of  the 
judges  at  1  o'clock  on  the  afternoon  of  Saturday,  March  4th,  and  the  test  will  con- 
clude at  1  p.m.  on  March  6th.  The  percentage  of  fat  in  the  milk  will  l.e  deter- 
mined by  the  Babcock  Milk  Tester,  and  the  percentage  of  solids  (not  fat)  will  be 
determined  by  ascertaining  the  specific  gravity  of  the  milk  and  then  estimating  the 
amount  of  solids  (not  fat)  by  the  use  of  authorized  formula  for  that  purpose. 

41.  A  statutory  declaration  will  be  required  from  each  exhibitor  in  the  Dairy 
Department,  stating  the  number  of  days  his  exhibits  have  been  in  milk,  also  stat- 
ing thai/  each  exhibit  is  shown  in  her  proper  class,  an<l  *hat  she  is  the  animal 
named  on  the  registration  certificate  produced. 

42.  Exhibitors  will  be  held  responsible  for  the  safe-keeping  of  their  cows 
during  the  test. 

43.  All  stock  must  be  in  the  stalls  not  later  than  9  a.m.,  Saturday,  March 
4th.     (See  clause  48). 

44.  In  the  sections  for  cows  thirty-six  months  and  over,  a  cow  must  make  a 
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total  score  of  not  less  than  70  points,  according  to  the  scale,  in  order  to  be  eligible 
for  a  first  prize  ;  and  a  total  score  of  not  less  than  50  points,  according  to  the 
scale,  in  order  to  be  eligible  for  any  other  prize. 

In  the  sections  for  heifers  under  thirty-six  months,  a  heifer  must  make  a  total 
score  of  not  less  than  55  |>oint8,  according  to  the  scale,  in  order  to  be  eligible  for  a 
first  prize ;  and  a  total  score  of  not  less  than  45  pointe,  according  to  the  scale,  in 
order  to  be  eligible  for  any  other  prize. 

45.  Prizes  in  the  Dairy  Department  may  not  be  paid  for  one  week  after  the 
Show  is  held.  This  rule  is  made  necessary  on  account  of  the  large  amount  of  work 
in  figuring  out  the  result  of  the  test. 

46.  All  milk  must  be  handed  in  at  the  dairy  room  in  a  clean  and  marketable 
condition,  and  will  be  taken  charge  of  by  the  Association,  and  the  product  sold 
and  divided  pro  rata  among  exhibitors  in  the  Dairy  Department.  Illustrated 
addresses  on  butter-making  may  be  given. 

ANIMALS. 

47.  No  animal  shall  be  removed  until  the  close  of  the  exhibition. 

48.  All  stock,  other  than  that  competing  in  the  dairy  classes  must  be  in  the 
stalls  or  pens  on  Tuesday,  March  7th,  at  1  o'clock  p.m.  Stock  competing  in  the 
dairy  classes  must  be  in  the  stalls  not  later  than  9  a.m.,  March  4th  ;  but  if  the 
owners  desire  it,  they  may  be  brought  earlier. 

49.  Cattle  must  be  well  halter  broken.     No  vicious  animal  will  be  admitted. 

AWARDING  COMMITTEES. 

50.  Awarding  Committee  will  commence  examination  on  Tuesday,  March 
7th,  at  1  p.m.,  and  continue  until  awards  are  completed. 

51.  No  person  shall  act  as  Judge  of  any  lot  in  which  he  may  be  interested  as 
an  exhibitor,  the  agent  or  employee  of  an  exhibitor,  or  otherwise. 

.  52.     No  animal  deemed  unworthy  by  the  Judges  shall  be  awarded  a  premium  ; 
but  no  premium  shall  be  withheld  merely  because  there  is  no  competition. 

53.  All  animals,  except  those  exhibiting  in  the  dairy  and  dressed  carcass 
classes,  shall  be  judged  from  a  feeder's  and  consumer's  standpoint.  The  awards 
shall  be  given  to  the  animal  most  valuable  from  a  feeder's  and  consumer's  point 
of  view. 

54.  All  dressed  carcasses  will  he  judged  from  the  consumer's  standpoint. 

55.  Any  exhibitor  lodging  a  protest  must  make  it  in  writing  and  it  must  be 
delivered  to  the  Secretary's  Assistant  within  six  hours  of  the  cause  of  the  protest. 
It  must  state  plainly  the  cause  of  coniplaint  or  appeal  and  must  V)e  accompanied 
by  a  deposit  of  $5.00,  which  sum  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Board,  be  forfeited 
to  the  Association  if  the  protest  be  not  sustained,  but  this  provision  shall  not  pre- 
clude the  right  of  any  Director  or  Judge  to  bring  any  case  of  fraud  in  an  exhibitor 
before  the  notice  of  the  Board  of  Directors  for  their  consideration  and  in  which 
case  the  Board  reserves  full  right  to  act  in  the  premises  as  fully,  and  to  the  same 
extent  as  if  a  formal  protest  had  been  filed  by  an  exhibitor. 

56.  Any  cases  where  protests  are  entered  for  improper  or  malignant  purposes 
the  Board  shall  exclude  the  party  from  exhibiting  for  two  years  thereafter. 

Any  person  who  shall  attempt  to  interfere  with  or  influence  the  Judges  while 
in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  or  who  shall  at  any  time  on  the  premises  of  the 
Fair  use  any  contemptuous  or  abusive  language  to  any  Judge,  or  within  his  hearing 
in  consequence  of  any  award  made  by  him,  shall  forfeit  his  right  to  any  premiums 
to  which  he  might  otherwise  b'  entitled,  and  may  be  excluded  from  exhibiting  for 
one  year  thereafter.  Judges  are  particularly  requested  to  report  any  breach  of 
this  rule. 

57.  Upon  the  discovery  of  any  fraud,  deception,  or  dishonest  practice  in  the 
preparation  of  ownership  or  of  any  misrepresentation  concerning  any  animal  or 
article  exhibited  which  may  have  affected,  or  attempted  to  affect  the  decision  of 
the  Judge  or  Judges,  or  upon  the  discovery  of  any  fraud  or  deception  in  making 
an  entry  or  entries,  on  the  part  of  any  exhibitor,  the  Board  of  Directors  reserves 
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the  right  to  withhold  the  payment  of  aiu'  prizes  swarded  and  may  prohibit  any  such 
party  or  parties  from  exhibiting  in  any  class  fur  onn  or  more  years,  and  may  also 
publish  the  names  of  any  such  person  or  persons  as  may  be  deemed  most  expedient 
and  any  prize  or  prizes  so  withheld  shall  be  awarded  as  though  such  exhibitor  or 
exhibitors  had  not  shown  or  exhibited. 

58.  If  it  be  proven  to  the  salisfactiori  of  a  majority  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  that  an  exhibitor  has  l)een  guilty  of  any  of  the  above  named  dishonor- 
able practices  at  any  other  exhibition  held  in  Canada,  or  the  Uniteii  States  of 
America,  or  has  falsified  any  pedigree,  or  otherwise  dealt  nujustly  with  the  public, 
said  member  may  be  expelled  from  this  Association  by  said  fioard  of  Directoi's. 

59.  The  registration  certificates  of  pure-bred  cows  and  heifers,  ewes  and 
sows,  ii'.ust  be  produced  in  the  show-ring  if  demanred.  A  statement  of  breeding, 
signed  by  the  breetler,  must  he  produce*!  in  the  case  of  pure-bred  steers,  wethers 
and  l>arrows,  it'  demanded.  The  statement  must  give  the  name  and  number  of  sire 
and  dam. 

GO.  The  entry  books  must  be  returned'by  the  Judges  of  each  department  to 
the  Secretary  as  soon  as  the  awards  in  each  »re  completed. 

61.  Great  care  must  be  exercised  to  preserve  the  Judges'  books,  and  the 
awards  must  he  entered  as  above  in  a  plain,  legible  manner,  in  the  proper  place, 
as  the  premiums  will  be  paid  on  the  authority  of  these  entries  ONLY. 

62.  Judges  will  be  particular  to  observe  the  following  :  RED  RIBBONS 
are  destined  for  first  premiums;  BLUE  RIBBONS  for  second  premiums; 
WHITE  RIBBONS  for  third  premiums;  GREEN  RIBBONS  for  fourth,  or 
highly  commended  ;  YELLOW  RIBBONS  for  fifth  or  comm  nded. 

63.  Decision  of  Judges  shall  be  final,  and  no  protest  or  :  ipeal  will  be  enter- 
tained except  in  cases  where  actual  fraud  is  alleged  against  tin-  Judge. 

64.  Objections  to  a  person  serving  as  a  Judge  must  be  submitted  to  the 
Secretary,  in  writing,  not  later  than  February  ist,  1905,  and  give  good  and 
sufficient  reasons  therefor. 


SPECIAL  TO  EXHIBITORS  COMING  A  DISTANCE  OVER  ONE 

HUNDRED  MILES. 

Go.  Any  exhibitor  requiring  to  bring  his  stock  over  one  hundred  miles  from 
any  point  in  Ontario,  will  be  entitled  to  a  rebate  equal  to  the  freight  charges  on 
his  shipments  for  the  distance  it  was  carried  over  one  hundred  miles.  In  order  to 
avail  himself  of  this  jirivilege,  an  exhibitor  must  write  the  Secretary  at  least  three 
weeks  before  the  show  is  held,  giving  full  particulars  as  to  the  point  of  shipment, 
the  (listiince  from  the  show  and  the  carrying  line.  The  exhibitor  must  also,  at  the 
time  of  the  show,  furnish  a  receipt  showing  the  amount  paid,  the  point  of  ship- 
ment, and  the  numl>er  and  kind  of  animals  included  in  the  car.  No  rebate  will 
be  allowed  unless  the  above  conditions  are  complied  with. 

SUPERINTENDENT. 

66.  The  Superintendent  shell  be  subject  to  the  Executive  Committee.  He 
.shall  have  charge  of  the  building,  caretaker,  etc.  He  will  designate  the  hours  of 
feed,  forage  and  bedding  for  animals  on  exhibition.  Feed,  etc.,  can  be  obtained 
at  reasonable  rates  on  application  to  him.  Stalls  and  pens  shall  be  cleaned  before 
8  a.m.,  and  kept  clean  until  10  p.m.  each  day  of  the  show.  The  aisles  and 
passages  shall  be  kept  clean  and  unencuniliered.  Feed  or  bedding  shall  not  be 
placed  in  the  aisles  or  littered  about  the  building,  but  all  parts  thereof  shall  be 
kept  scrupulously  clean  and  tidy.

4.  After  an  exhibitor  has  once  made  his  entries  with  the  Secretary  no  alter- 
ation cau  be  made,  but  additional  entries  can  be  made  up  to  the  time  of  closing 
entries,  on  payment  of  the  regular  entrance  fee. 

5.  Where  tw^o  or  more  of  the  same  variety  or  sex  are  being  shown,  leg 
bands  should  be  used  to  avoid  mistakes. 

6.  Exhibitors  who  do  not  come  with  exhibits  should  express  them,  all 
charges  paid  and  properly  marked,  to  Superintendent,  Eastern  Ontario  Poultry 
Show,  Ottawa,  who  will  receive,  place,  care  for,  pack  and  return  with  cards  at  close 
of  exhibition,  or  as  otherwise  directed. 

7.  Entries  close  February  25th,  190-5. 

8.  All  specimens  must  V)e  bona  fide  property  of  tlir  exhibitor. 

9.  No  exhibits  admitted  unle.s8  entry  made. 

10.  Eggs  will  be  gathered  and  vitality  destroyed 

11.  The  Association  will  not  be  responsible  for  any  loss 
whatsoever  cause  arising,  exhibits  being  at  the  sole  I'isk  of  the  exhibitor 

12.  Judging  iviU  b'.  hi/  the  score  card  system.  Birds  considered  worthy  of 
the  prize  will  receive  the  full  premium,  even  if  there  be  no  competition. 

13.  No  separate  entry  or  fee  required  for  specials. 

14.  Exhibition  coops  will  he  furnished  for  all  by  the  Association. 

15.  The  Judge  wiil  award  all  prizes,  both  special  and  regular.  .His  decision 
shall  be  final,  except  in  case  of  frau(l.     All  white  birds  will  be  judged  first. 

16.  The  new  American  Standard  of  Perfection  shall  be  the  guide  of  the 
Judge  on  all  varieties  mentioned  therein. 

17.  Judging  will  begin  at  10  o'clock  on  Tuesday  morning,  or  as  soon  after 
as  possible,  and  all  specimens  must  be  cooped  before  that  time.    - 

18.  All  specimens  must  be  exhibited  in  their  natural  condition,  with  the 
exception  of  Game  and  Game  Bantams.  AL.y  violation  of  this  rule  will  exclude 
the  specimens  from  competing  and  cause  the  withholding  of  all  premiums  awarded 
to  such  birds.
